A 5/8” x 24” rebar with a yellow plastic Bynum Fanyo cap was found loosely held up with rocks with 5” of the rebar 
below grade. We removed the rebar and located the hole. We then attempted to remove the rocks underneath, but we hit 
bedrock after removing the first 2 layers of rocks. We reset a shorter rebar in a stable concrete base and set a 5-foot 
steel t-post 0.9 feet south. A Monroe County SURVEY MARKER sign was attached to the t-post 4 feet above grade.

The rebar is approximately 100 feet northeast of the entrance to Weaver Cave. It is 1.7 feet south of an east/west wire 
fence on the north side of an old east/west roadbed and on the south side of an east/west 8-foot-wide gravel drive.

No. There is not a prior Monument Record on file for this corner. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 

The original government surveyor set a wooden post at this corner in 1815 and in 1881, Monroe County Surveyor M. 
Buskirk reestablished the corner. We found no trace of the historical monuments or their accessories. This corner first 
appeared in the modern survey record in 2011, when Matthew Badger calculated its position at the midpoint between 
the stone at the northeast corner of Section 19 (E13) and the rock (not accepted this survey) at the southeast corner of 
Section 19 (E17). The location calculated by Mr. Badger was located 21 feet west of the found rebar. In 2017, Eric 
Deckard accepted a north/east/west fence intersection located 7.3 feet east of the found rebar. In 2018, Charles Graham 
set the Bynum Fanyo rebar. The east/west position of the rebar was based on two wooden fence posts to the north that 
were accepted as being on the west line of the Southwest quarter of the Northwest quarter of Section 20 by Ben Bledsoe 
in 2003 (Instrument Number 2003017166). The methodology employed by Mr. Graham to establish the north/south 
location of the corner is unknown. In 2021, Eric Deckard accepted the Bynum Fanyo rebar. We found the rebar loosely 
held in place by several rocks with only 5” below grade. Due to the unstable nature of the rebar, we tied into several 
monuments from Mr. Deckard’s 2021 survey and reset a stable monument in the location accepted by Deckard.

This project was referenced to the National Spatial Reference System CORS 
network using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to post-process static observations collected 
with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Reported coordinates were determined either from static, RTPK, or RTK GNSS 
observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points 
established by GNSS observations. Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to ground.
